Disapproval of HB 5495

Directors of the AuSable River System Property 
Owners Association voiced continued unanimous 
opposition to HB 5495 at a recent meeting at the Chief 
Shoppenagons Motor Hotel in Grayling. 

The bifi was intended particularly to regulate 
canoe traffic to protect the various trout streams in 
Michigan -- a problem which has become increasinaly 
severe. Substitute HB 5495 was recently narrowly 
passec by the House after the oryinal RB 5495 was 
defeured. 

It is the consensus that neither bil gives sufficient 
authority for regulation or enforcement of a program.

10 justify a full-time certified assessor. 


uty and staff, A Township. Village. 
or County may enter into an 
agrecmenat with another Township. 
Village, City or County of this state for 
ihe creation of the assessment dis- 
‘rets. If focal units fait to create assess: 
ment districts the State Tax Commis- 
sion shall create the assessment 
chsirets by rules. The assessing officer 
for the assessment district shall be 
appointed. All proposed assessments 
shall be esher published in a newspaper 
at general circulation, or notification

In my opinion this legislation is the 
first step down the road for the removal 
of Proporty Tax Administration from the 
focal level by elected officials who are 
directly responsible to the people.

Eldridge Cleaver 
Saved In Jail 

We rejoiced to read in “Third 
Century Report” the news that 
former Black Panther leader 
Eldridge Cleaver has accepted 
Jesus Christ as his personal 
savior. Jail Chaplain Glenn Mor- 
rison said, “I just helped him 
put the pieces together. He 
knew he had a soiritual yacuym 
in his life and came to realize 
Jesus Christ could fill it.” 
Cleaver was the outspoken 
radical who wrote the book, 
“Soul on Ice“ in which he 
described his practice of raping 
black girls just to gain exper- 
ience toward the raping of 
whites. 

Cleaver has previously fled 
this country as a fugitive facing 
attempted murder charges. But 
while staying in Communist 
countries he learned the decep- 
tion of Communisrn in practice. 
Upon his return to the United 
States, he stated that he would 
rather serve his time in jail here 
with the hope of a new life later, 
than to live under Communism. 

A few weeks ago, reporter 
Russ Chandler of the Los Ange- 
les Times wrote a front page 
story cn tne spiritual revival he 
claims is sweeping the prisons 
of our nation. Chandler said 
three former members of the 
Manson cult have professed 
Charlie Manson eecrall re- 
quested a Bible from a prison 
chaplain. 

Most of us have already heard 
or read about the Nixon hat- 
chetman, Charles Colson, ac- 
cepting Jesus Christ while 
serving his time in prison. tn 
fact, he has written a book, 
“Born Again" in which he des- 
cribes his new found faith in 
Jesus Christ. 

Isn't it wonderful to know that 
we serve a God who saves 
without respect of persons? No 
one is too rich or too poor. No 
one is too smart or too dumb. 
No one is too good or too bad. 
No one is too proud or too 
humble.

How To 
Repair Storm 
Damaged Trees 


by Willard E. Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

To meet immediate emer- 
gency needs the forestry spe- 
ciatisis of michigan State Uni- 
versity have developed a publi- 
cation on repairing storm dam- 
age to shade and ornamental 
trees. 

The bulletin is available from 
the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice office free of charge. 

The property owner may want 
to hire professionals to repair 
large trees. Even though the 
bulletin gives good advice on 
repairing the tree, if it is too tal! 
for the home owner io reach 
then someone with the tools 
and skills should be called in. 

On smatier trees the home 
owner can do much of the work. 
In this case the bulletin will be 
helptul in determining if the tree 
is worth saving or not. Some 
trees may be damaged beyond 
tepair. 

The bulletin gives hints on 
how to cut limbs off without 
Stripping the bask on the trunk 
of the tree. It gives illustrations 
on how to repair a split crotch. 
It suggests treating al! wounds 
jiarger than 2 inches in diameter 
with a wound dressing. Com- 
mercial compounds are avail- 
able for this purpose, however, 
a coat of orange shellac applied 
to the cut followed by an appli- 
cation of pine tar or pruning 
paint will provide satisfactory 
results. Areas of torn bark 
where bark tracings have been 
made should also be treated. 

Some trees that might be 
used to replace those removed 
are, white ash, various oaks, 
selections of honeylocust, Nor- 
way maple and many varieties 
of flowering crabs. The soil 
should be improved for some of 
these varieties of trees, how- 
ever, Be aware of the location of 
utility lines when working in the 
tree. Too many people have cut 
a power line with pruning 


shears to their demise.

Remem- 
ber, size has nothing to do with =" 
flavor. If the berry is that deep, 


berries are not going to improve 
any more and they're not going 
to he any hetter hecause you 
Put them in the freezer. You 
Start wiih the very best berries .. 
for the freezer if you want to-- 
have a good quality product-- 
later. This means you don't use 
fruit that has mold or bruises, 
either. 

{f you are planning to freeze 
Strawherries, here's a little tip: 
when you buy 16 quarts of fresh 


toxic metals in a glaze are not 
necessarily a hazard. It's a 
problem only when a glaze or 
docal that has not been properly 
formilated. applied or ‘fired, 
_contains dangerous metals that 
can be released by high acid 
foods. 

Avoid serving these high acid 
foods in hand-made containers:

New tax, 


The large advertisement dorninated 
the page of a national publication. The 
ad was eye-catching. It pictured a 
worried-looking man, pointing a pistol 
at his own head ... obviously at the end 
of his particular rope. 

The headline on the ad was equaily 
eye-catching. It read: 

“Two things in tife are certain: death 
and tayes, 


Ha GAS. 


“At least in Michigan the taxes won't 
kill you.” 

The ad, signed by the Office of 
Economic Expansion of the Michigan 
Department of Commerce, continued: 

"We're putting some business taxes 
out of their misery, instead of the 
businessmen who pay them. 

“So you can take your finger off the 
trigger. We just rest eight 
complex business taxes, and replaced 
them with a new Single Business Tax. 

“It's asimple value-added tax assess-. 
ed at 2.35 percent of the tax base. What 
it comes down to is you get a chance to 
keep more of what you make.” 

Baloney. 

In a twist of irony, the ad trumpeting 
the merits of Michigan’s new business 
tax program appeared at almost the 
same time the Legislature was con- 
ducting hearings on how to change the 
new tax laws. 

The legislative hearings turned up 
thousands of unhappy Michigan busi- 
ness operators who were genuinely 
shocked by the impact of the glorious- 
sounding new business tax program. 

The idea sounds great — just take 
away eight business taxes and replace 
them with one ... put the new tax ona 
solid base so the tax yield won't 
fluctuate as the fortunes of the 
business community fluctuate ... and 
everyone will live happily ever after. 

But it just isn’t working that way. 

{f you want to start a lively con- 
versation, ask any small business oper- 
ator in Michigan what he thinks of the 
new Single Business Tax. The odds are 
overwhelming that he doesn’t like it, 
because he has to pay more tax ... 
frequently hundreds of times as much 
as in the past. 

The thing that hurts the worst to 
many of these businesses is that they 
must pay the higher tax levels regard- 
fess of whether they make any profit. 
When the state blares that under the 
new tax program, “you get a chance to 
keep more of what you make,” it’s just

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not the truth for many businesses. 
One of the large taxes repealed under 
the new program is the local property 
tax on business inventories. In some 
areas that repeal packs a wallop for 
local government and school districts, 
which lose considerable tax base; the 
state has promised, however, to make 
good the loss to local governments, and 
after the anquish expressed by some 
school districts, now also is approach- 


ing a full reimbursement of lost 
revenues to schools. 
Most local units, however, are 


becoming increasingly wary of dealing 
with Michigan State Government, and 
are not counting on that state-returned 
money until it's safe in the bank back 
home. 

All in alt, the new Single Business 
Tax in the view of many small business 
operators—including this one—is a 
travesty. 

Who benefits from the new tax? 
Apparently General Motors, Ford, other 
giant manufacturers, possibly banks, 
and perhaps a few others, according to 
most reports. 


One thing is certain: Most smaii 
businesses - including professional 
people - are hurt bad. 


And apparently the new Single 
Business Tax isn't enough to turn the 
state’s business image around. For 
several years now, Voikswagen has 
been planning an American plant. What 
more natural spot than Michigan, the 
home of the auto industry, with all it’s 
expertise and skill and experience? 

But Michigan didn’t even get into the 
finals with the Beetle-makers from 
Germany, who at last reports were 
narrowed down to Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. 

For another indication of how attrac- 
tive the Single Business Tax makes 
Michigan as a place to do business, just 
check where the big automakers are 
doing their expansion. Most of it is not 
in Michigan. 

But back to the ad. It concludes: 

“Two things in fife are certain. On 
second thought, with the way we're 
eliminating unnecessary business tax- 
es, we may have narrowed it to one.” 

That one, | presume, is supposed to 
be death. | would echo that conclusion, 
but | fear such tactics as the Single 
Business Tax may lead to the death of 
the Michigan business economy. 

Just look at the record.

Superintendent’s Corner 


By Fraser Dean 

The ‘schools received another biow to their 

tinanciai outiook for next year when the finai action of 
the allocation board reduced the schools operating 
millage by .4 of a mill, thereby reducing available 
school funds by $40,000. 
‘ The school submitted a budget to the allocation 
board that was only 4% higher than the previous year's 
for a total of $65,000 and no additional millage. County 
and Township governments submitted budgets that 
were 20 to 40% over the preceding year’s and requested 
substantial millage increases. The school’s position 
was to hold the line against any tax increase believing 
that the increased county tax assessments would 
enable other units of government to do the same. 

The logic for the majority of the members of the 
tax allocation board then became (since everyone 
requested more mills than were available) that 
everyone should take a cut in request ignoring the fact 
the schools budget was already an austerity one. 

The net result was to leave the school system with 
only slightly over $20,000 or 1% additional money for 
the coming school year to grant pay increases to 200 
employees, purchase $45,000 worth of school buses 
and contend with soaring costs for transportation, 
fuel, heating and electricity. 

It is an extremely bleak financial outlook for the 
coming school year and that is still not certain as the 
district electorate must still decide if the school 
system will be granted a renewal of 9.15 mills at the 
annual school sleciign on dune 14, 1976.

FACT—Over a dozen companies have indicated they are 
willing to move into the Michigan Tour business and are ready to 
invest from $100 to $175 million on each of these proposed 

jects. One cf the major reasons for the delay in 
breaking ground seems to be a lack of lacal information. Question: 
How can local Chambers provide necessary statistical data (before 
hiring a consulting firm) to begin to attract this kind of money into 
your community? 

FACT—Money from “the tourism industry is “clean” money 
because there is no need to spend significant sums for public 
services such as education, dratns and roads, unemployment 
compensation and weifare. Tourists spend their money and leave. 
Question: In your community, is it conceivable that every one dollar 
Generated by manufacturing payrolls might be worth $¢ generated 
by the “clean” tourism dollars? 

FACT—There are proven ways to take the seasonal highs and 
taws out of your local community's economy. Question: Services 
now available range from Data Retrieval Systems to Assessment of 
Market Demand. Would you like to know more about how to take 
seasonal lows out of your local econanty? 

FACT—Tourism is well beyond the state of slick color 
pamphlets and balloons for the kids: it provides jobs directly and 
sets up a monied domino effect on business activity, stimulating 
the entire economy. Question: Why 1s Ontario the major competitor 

to Michigan's tourism, and what could you do to get some of that 
business? 

FACT—Physical features and natural facilities are the basis for 
most tourisi aciivities. Guestiun. Tor tou lig people have tocnad 
upon these endowments as sapping the tax base, but what could 
you do to create or expand an entirely new industry in your area 
without a great deal of public money? 

FACT—Michigan has depended almost entirely upon the free 
enterprise system to nurture the tourism industry this far. Other 
States have gotlen into the business themselves and provide tour 
facilities from ranches to motels at taxpayers’ expense. Question: If 
free enterprise does not move and move quickly and efficiently in 
the tourism tield, will there be more State involvement in the tour 
industry? It’s Something to think about!

People who don't report chang- 
es in circumstances that affect 
their supplemental security in- 
come payments may have a 
penalty deducted from future 
payments. 

The supplemental security in- 
come program makes monthly 
payments to people with little or 
no income and limited resources 
who are 65 and over or blind and 
disabled. Eligibility for pay- 
ments and pavment amounts can 
be affected by changes in income, 
place of residence. marital status 
and other circumstances. 

People have 30 days to report 
such changes to any social se-

delay in reporting changes - can 
mean reductions in supplemental 
security income payments. 

The penalty isn't applied if 
people couldn't help reporting 
late or weren't at fault for not 
reporting changes in their cir- 
cumstances. 

People who make a false 
statement that causes them to 
get money not rightfully due may 
be prosecuted for fraud. 

Anyone getting supplemental 
secunty income payments can’ 
get information about reporting 
changes in circumstances by 
calling or writing any social 
security office,

The SIkinois Country. site of 
George Rogers Clark's most 
significant military exploits dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, was 
a sparsely populated region 
stretching from the Wabash 
River westward to the Missis- 
stppi and from the Ohio north- 
ward to the Wlinnis 

Most of its inhabitants were 
Indians, and the residents of the 
few settlements established by 
Europeans were predominantly 
French. The greatest concen- 
tration of white men at the time 
of Clark’s invasion in 1778 was 
in the region called the Ameri- 
can Bottom — a fertile strip 100 
miles !ong by three to seven 
miles wide along the Missis- 
sippi north of its junction with 
the Kaskaskia River — where 
approximately 1.000 whites and 


about 600 black slaves had 
settled. 
The village of Kaskaskia, 


located about six miles up- 
stream from the Mississippi on 
the Kaskaskia River. was the 
largest of the settlements in the 
Illinois Country at that time with 
a population of 1,000 about 
halt white and half slaves. 

Seventeen miles north of 
Kaskaskia was the town of 
Prairie du Rocher with 100 white 
residents and 80 slaves. Fort de 
Chartres. just three miles to the 
west. had been regarded as the 
best-built fortification in Ameri- 
ca at the time it was construct- 
ed by Frenchmen in 1756. but 
when the Mississippi began to 
undermine its walls in 1772 the 
British abandoned the fort, 
leveling most of its structures 
to make if unusable by an 
enemy force. 

Only a few persons still lived 
at Nouvelle Chartres, a village 
near the fort. Most of the ap- 
proximately 40 families of the 
village. along with several other 
Frenchmen of the American 
Bottom, had moved to St. Louis 
and St. Genevieve on the west 
sida af the Mississinni when 
France ceded its territory east 


ot orien bey Grant Qritain altar 
ofthe river to Great Sritain alter 


the French and Indian Wars. |t 
wasn't until after they had made 
the move that they discovered 
that the west side of the river 
was then controlled by Spain 
rather than France 

Another tiny settlement was 
St. Philippe where two or three 
families made their homes five 
miles north of the fort. 

About 40 miles farther up the 
Mississippi was Cahokia with 
approximately 300 white and 80 
black inhabitants. 

The nearest French setiic 
ments to this concentration of 
villages in the American Bottom 
were Peoria cn the Illinois River 
and Quiatenon and Vincennes 
on the Wabash. 

Ihese Franch towns of the 
Iilinois Country. though Situat- 
ed in somewhat scenic settings 
wete taller drab in appearance. 
The narrow. unpaved streets 
were often nothing more than 
long mud holes. Though there 
wre 4 jew side HGUSES, MSL 
were buili a+ wood. Interstices 
between the upright posts were 
filled with a mixture of clay and 
finely chopped straw which 
when dried was whitewashed. 
Thaiched roots were co ny, 
but sone houses hav woouen 
shingles. Usually the houses 
had a porch on one or more 
sides. and the yards were 
enclosed with crude picket 
fences.

were the narrow 
strips of cultivated land known 
as the common fields. The 
fields. usually a half mile to a 
mile in length and 10 to 40 rods 
wide, were privately owned but 
their cultivation. planting and 
harvest were regulated by rules 
agreed to in a public assembly. 
Each farmer was required to 
build and aiaintain a fence 
between his plot in the common 
tielgs and the adjacent com- 
mons, a tract set aside for use 
by ail residents as a pasture and 
source of wood. 

Besides farming. the crinci- 
pal occupations of the village 
residents were hunting and 
trading. Twice each year — in 
spring and late summer - con- 
voys of about a dozen bateaux 
of the traders traveled from the 
seliements in) the American 
Bottom to New Orleans and 
back. The 40-foot bateaux. 
manned by about 20 oarsmen. 
travelad in groups for protection 
from the indians. The trip 
downriver usually took about 
two weeks, but the journey 
upstream required approximate- 
ly three months. 

The habitants -- of perma- 
nent residents of the villages 
who spent most of their time 
farming. hunting, fishing and 
gossiping — typically wore 
pantaloons of course biuve cloth 
or buckskin and a_ colored 
cotton shirt. In colder weather 
they used a blanket coat with an 
attached cape io cover ihe head 

Voyageurs of the fur trade 
generally could be identified by 
their fringed leather shirts and 
bright colored hats. Wealthier 
villagers dressed in the fashions 
that were popular in New 
Orleans and Paris at the time. 

Amusement in the villages 
was provided principally by the 
almost nightly dances. Special 
festivities included thuse of the 
King's Day or Mardi Gras which 
began on January 6 and contin- 
ued for several days. Throuqh- 
out the year many church festi- 
vals. hirthdays. homecomings 
of traders and hunters, anu 
visits of travelers added op- 
portunities for celebrations.

Drain Problems Nag Commission 

by Willard E. Bosserman, County Extension Director 

; Francis Bonnville, County Road Commissioner and County 

4a. Planning Commission member expressed a concern over drainage 
Problems in the county at the Planning Commission meeting May 
47th, 

The reason the Road Commission is concerned is because 
they are also the Drain Commission. Bonnville said people will 
complain to them about a drainage problem, but the Drain 
Commission is powerless to do anything until a petition is 
circulated to the property owners concerned. There is a definite 
procedure to follow to form a drainage district to raise the 
flecessary funds to do the needed drainage work. 

: Usually the people on the higher portion of the watershed will 
not participate because they claim no part of the problem. They do 
not realize, nowever, {nat ineir water Is causing part of the problem 
to property owners below them. The drainage law is written to 
include the property owners of the whole watershed, because the 
water from the upper reaches flows down over the lower property. 

Bonnvilte asked if the planning commission might do some 
Studies along these lines to help locate waterways in the county. 
Perhaps some more effort is needed to prevent people fram making 
{he mistake of building in waterways and on flood plains. 

Even with all the laws and information available to prevent 
people from buttding in low wet areas, some peopie insist on 
having the right to build in those areas. 

The wet land ordinance which the Crawford County Planning 
Commission developed was cited. Some of the commission 
members thought there were enough faws if they were properly 
enforced. 

\t was pointed out that the Soil Conservation Service has made 
tand rescurce inventory maps of some of the townships which wilt 
go a long way in identifying wet land. 

The planning commission did express an interest in pursuing a 
drainage study.

visually impaired, C.0.0.R.; Wendall Hoover and David 
Silts of the Department of Natural Resources pul thelr 
heads and hearts together. 

The trail named, “Whispering Pines Pathwav”, 
features cable guidelines, furnished by General 
Telephone, which lead the blind along the pathway and 
braille signs which describes various trees and 
topography along the way. Also, included on the trail 
are large print signs for the visually impaired. Wooden 
discs are placed on the wire, severai feet in front of ihe 
braille and large print signs to warn users of their 
presence. 

Several “listening” stops along the route are 
designed to enable the users to hear the sounds of the 
forest and wildlife. The area is sheltered from outside 
noises by rolling bills which surround the trail. 

The Whispering Pines Pathway will be officially 
dedicated in a brief ceremony at 1:00 p.m., June 2, 
1976 at Hartwick Pines. The trail is open to both the 
sighted and non-sighted public.

Continued frem page 1] 
apparel stores. 

The legislature gave the bicentennial designation to I-75 not 
only because it is the longest freeway in Michigan but because it 
passes through the state's two oldest cities — Sault St. Marie and 
Detroit. Both were settled well before the American Revolution 
which broke out in 1775. 

Michigan's longest Highway begins at the Ohio line south of 
Monroe and extends north for 395 miles across the Straits of 
Mackinac to the Canadian border at Sault Ste. Marie. 

The Department of State Highways and Transportation has 
signs displaying the official American Revolution Bicentennial logo 
at each of the mileposts making a point of interest described in the 
road log. The log will tell motorists about historic sites, major 
cities and industries, geological and agricultural features, rivers 
and other natural resources, bridges and other special highway 
features and various other subjects of interest that can be seen 
along the route. 

The freeway will carry the name Bicentennial Freedom Way for 
1976-77 only and wili not supplant the “American Legion Memorial 
Highway”, the freeway's permanent route.
